setts law is not open to these uncertain- 
ties. 
Evidence mu^h less than that 


which would be required to secure a ver- 
dict from a possibly prejudiced jury is 
regarded as sufficient to establish a ease 
for injunction. A district attorney who 
is not satisfied with tho si'tiou of a jnryin 
Buoh a case- can file an infotmatiou ask- 
ing for an injunction; or, it ha tails to 
do so, any ten legal voters can join in a 
petition for that purpose. Probably this 
new weapon will bo speedily employed 
Bg&iust the various classes of nuisances 
enumerated in tbe act. Tho. prooeBa 
which it offers is simple, and promises to 
bo effective.

ilar to tbe injunction law which has 
worked in Iowa for a year or more with 
the certainty ot a steel trap, and has been 
more potent in closing ealoona than all 
olher instrumentalities combined.

EDUCATED. 


At a reoen uommeneomeot exerciue o 


an eastern college it was eaul by one o 
the orators that ibe higher education o 
Women washing neglected both in Ihii 
country and in Europe. In one sense of 
the word this is true. The belief hei 
lorg eiisted, especially by old fogies 
that the true mission ot •women was to 
"mind the bibies and rnn tho kitchen.' 
But there has been substantial progress 
mide during the last twenty years, or 
even during the last ten years, in the 
oanoo of female education. A very care- 
ful statistician mado a rtcent report 
which shows that there are in America 
1,801 mentations devoted to higher edu- 
cation. 
Attending these are 163,1)70 


young men and but 
30.DS7 women. 


These figures aro very uns»tisfactory to 
'he reform. To bo sure, a large meas- 
ure of encouragement ia afforded by the 
gradual removal of obstacles m tho way 
of sending young women to jollege. la 
every civilized country notable strides 
have been made in the extension to them 
ot flrst-olasB advantages. Colleges de- 
voted purely to female education are 
rapidly increasing and are financially 
well supported. The 3£>iman universi- 
ties are generally open to them. In 
Franco thentjrm has received auoh an 
impetus that even agricultural and me- 
chanical schools for girls have been re- 
cently started, A magnificent female 
university at Moscow has been arranged 
for and will soon be built, while here in 
America young women aro accorded ei- 
captional facilities. 


Now the question is why this dispro- 


portion in thu number ot male and female 
students ? It cannot bo for the lack of 
opportunity for girls, because tha female 
seminaries, academies and colleges in 
this country are not half full. Tnere 
seems to be a prejudice against sending 
girls away from home to be educate^ 
and yet the statistics show that in towns 
and cities where educational institutions 
are located, the proportion of males over 
females attending these institutions is 
almost three to one. 


The great impediment to the higher 


education of women, is the cold and 
very foolish theory that women IP.US' 
either bo employed in the kitchen, or 
nurse babies, or become so accomplished 
iu shallow things as will tit them for 
what may be called a "society orna- 
meat"—a life which is practically aim- 
less, profitless?, and a 
total failure,

The Study of the Heaveon. 


There was nuver a time vrhen lie 


jeavens were studied by so many amateur 
astronomers as at present. In every civil- 
zed countrv manv excellent telescopes are 
owned and'used, often to very good pur- 
jose, by persons who are not yet practical 
istronoruers, but who wish, to see for 
hcmsclves the marvels of the sty, and 
who occasionally stumble upon something 
that is new even to professional star- 
gazers. Yet, notwithstanding this activ- 
ity in the cultivation of astronomical 
studies, 1t 'Is -probably safe to assert lhar 
jardly one person in a hundred knows the 
chief stars by uamc, or can even, recog- 
nize tho chief constella'.ions, much ^Icss 
distinguish the planets from the mixed 
stars. And, of course, they know nothing 
of the intellectual pleasure that accom- 
panies a knowedge of the stars. Modern 
istronomy is rapidly and wonderfully 
linking the earth aud the sun together, 
with all the orbs of space, in the bonds of 
close physical relationship, so that a person 
of education and general intelligence can 
offer no valid excuse for not knowing 
where to lookfor Sirius Or Aldebaran, Or 
the Orion nebula, or the planet Jupiter. 
As Australia, New Zealand and the islands 
of the sea are made pan of the civilized 
world 
through 
the 
expanding 
in- 


fluence of commerce and cultivation, 
so the suns and planets around us are In a 
certain sense falling under the dominion 
of the restless and resistless mind of man. 
We have come to possess vested intel- 
lectual interests in Mars and Saturn, aud 
in the sun and all his'uiulritude of fellows, 
which nobody can afford to ignore. Per- 
haps one reason why the average educated 
man or woman knows so little about the 
starry heavens is because it is popularly 
supposed that only the most powerful tele- 
scopes aud costly instruments of the ob- 
servatory arc capable of dealing with 
them, .No greater mistake could be made 
It docs not require an optical instrument 
of any kind, uor much labor, as compared 
with that expcndt-d ill the acquirement of 
some polished accomplishments regarded 
as indispensable, to give one an acquaint- 
ance with the stars and planets which will 
be not only plcasureable, but useful. And 
with the aid of aa opera-glass most inter- 
csting gratifying, and in some instances 
scientifically valuable observations may be 
made in the lieavcns. I have more than 
once heard persons who know nothing 
about the stars, and probably cared less, 
utter exclamations of delight and surprise 
when persuaded to look at certain parts of 
the sky with a good glass, and therefore 
manifest an interest in astronomy of which 
they would formerly have believed them- 
selves incapable.
